TRAIN TO NOWHERE 

The time between train arrivals will be lengthened 
to nine minutes because of a situation that 
has left the subway system short six cars. The 
situation began at the Montauk subway yards 


last Monday when the subway system closes for 
maintenance for the night between 2 and 6 a.m. 
All the cars had come to Montauk for cleaning 
and the maintenance crew had gone off to 
scrub the tunnels.

RUSSIAN WHALE SPARKS NEW IDEAS LOCALLY 

An aquatic animal and marine mammal arms 
race may be underway following the discovery 
of a beluga whale wearing a Russian camera 
harness off the coast of Norway on Friday, April 
26. Norwegian fishermen near the village of Inga 
were approached by a the white whale, which 
swam between boats and attempted to get their 
attention, likely due to the tight harness on its 
body. The men snapped photographs of the 
whale before they entered the frigid water and 
removed its harness, which featured mounts 
for GoPro video cameras on each side and the

concluded the whale and its harness were 
products of the Russian Navy in Murmansk, 
which has been known to train belugas for special 
military operations. This got the Hamptons Police 
Department thinking.

Before Linda Scott's “Stargazer,” There Was Martin Maurer’s Big Duck 


THE BiG DUCK, RIivERHEAD. LONG ISLAND, N. Y.

fh oday the unofficial entrance to the Hamptons 
is the big, 50-foot tall red sculpture in a farm 
field on the eastern side of County Road 111 
in Manorville. You come down that road from 
the Long Island Expressway and there it rises, 
Stargazer, a soaring image of an abstract deer 
looking toward the sky while grasping what 
appears to be a branch of a tree in its mouth. 
“Are we there yet?” comes the call from the 
back seat of the car. “We’ve just entered the 
Hamptons,” comes the reply from the front seat. 
The late Linda Scott created this sculpture. It 
had originally been commissioned by the Animal 
Rescue Fund for its driveway across from the East 
Hampton Airport. But it never got erected, after 
the town complained. Legends include that it 
was so tall, incoming aircraft might be distracted 


flying over it. It would need to find a new home. 
The friendly owner of a sod farm in Manorville 
answered the call. 

Stargazer was erected in 1991. But this story 
is about the iconic sculpture that marked the 
entrance to the Hamptons for the half-century 
before that, a sculpture of a white duck, 20 feet 
high, on a different entry road in a different 
time—because one of the main entry roads 
in those years was not at Manorville, but on 
Flanders Road, Route 24, between Riverhead and 
Hampton Bays. The Long Island Expressway had 
not yet been completed. It ended at Smithtown. 
And from there, Route 25 took you through the 
farm fields to Riverhead and the Hamptons. And 
there was the duck, the answer to the question, 
“Are We There Yet?” 

At this earlier time, you didn’t whiz by in your 
car as you do at Stargazer. Back then, you got to 


the Big Duck and you stopped and took a picture 
of everybody in the car standing in front of it. You 
might even buy what was on sale inside of it. It 
was a store. Then you'd drive on. 

Furthermore, the Big Duck is still there in 
Flanders. It’s just that Flanders Road is now a 
secondary road, so you might not have even seen 
it. It’s part of a museum now, and you can take 
kids to it, admire it and go inside—the results of 
a duck farmer’s dream. 

Personally, when my dad. and mom drove out 
to the Hamptons with my sister and me in 1956 
for the first time, we stopped there at the Big 
Duck. I was 16 in 1956. My sister was 9. We had 
lived our early years in a New Jersey suburb and 
were now coming out to Montauk because dad 
had bought the White’s Pharmacy in Montauk. 
We went inside the duck—it was a small retail 
space with a counter, curved walls and ceilings

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painted white—bought a cut- 
up roasted duck there and ate 
it at a picnic table, with the Big 
Duck looking down upon us. 
Mom said we were almost in 
the Hamptons now. 

The Big Duck had been built 
in 1931 on Sound Avenue at 
the Puglsley Duck Farm, in 
what was then called the Upper 
Mills section of Riverhead. The 
idea to do it came from Martin 
Maurer, the co-owner of that 
farm, and his wife, Jeule. As the 
Depression was now heating 
up, the farm was not thriving, 
and so Martin and Jeule took 
the opportunity to get in 
their Ford Model A and drive 
off to tour America. On the 
way to Los Angeles, they saw 
numerous roadside buildings 
in the shape of the business 
going on inside. For example, 
they ate hot dogs by walking 
into a giant puffy hot dog bun 
with mustard and sausage on 
the roof. It was a fad doing that 
out west at that time. Thus, 
one day, drinking coffee inside 
a coffee percolator, Martin 
asked, why don’t we build a giant duck back 
home? And so, when they got home, they did. 

Drawing up plans for it was George Reeve, an 
architect with an office in Calverton. He studied 
a chicken skeleton after a big family dinner to get 
the design right. From those plans, a Broadway 
set designer named William Collins, who had a 
vacation home in Manorville with his brother 
Samuel, built a wood frame 30 feet long, 15 feet 
wide and 20 feet tall, over which the two of them 
unrolled and attached a wire mesh. From that, 
the builders Smith & Yeager of Riverhead did the 
graceful curving masonry work inside and out 
over the mesh, and the whole thing was painted 
white, with the beak painted orange. 


A brilliant solution was decided upon for 


the eyes. Two Ford Model T taillights were 
obtained and placed in the head. Wires went to 
a gas-driven generator. Turn it on and the eyes 
glowed red. 

Most of the information in this story can be 
found in an excellent new book just published 
by Dr. Susan Van Scoy called The Big Duck and 
Eastern Long Island’s Duck Farming Industry. 
Other details are from my own personal 
encounters with the duck over the years. 

It was a proud, beautiful big duck, and it sat 
roadside on Sound Avenue in front of the farm. 
Sound Avenue was the main road heading out the 
North Fork back then. Maurer thought this was 
so neat, he filed for and got a trademark for it in 
1932, the year after it was first put out front. No 
one else should make one. 

He bought ads in the newspapers. “Freshly 
Killed Ducklings—Broilers—Fryers—Young 
Roasters Dressed Ready for the Oven” was 
the copy. 

In 1936, Maurer and his wife parted ways from 
his partner P.W. Meyer and bought their own 
duck farm on Flanders Road on the way from 
Riverhead to the Hamptons. When they left 
Calverton, they took the Big Duck on a trailer 
with them. It did even more business on Flanders 
Road, the gateway to the Hamptons, than it had 


on Shore Road, the gateway to the North Fork. 

In 1951, nearly 20 years later, the Maurers 
retired and moved to Florida. The farm and the 
Big Duck were sold to Leonard Desson and his 
family. Len and his boys ran the duck farm and 
his wife, Maude, worked behind the counter from 
8 a.m. to 8 p.m. every day. Other-buildings on the 
property included the rooster house, the young 
stock house, the broilers house, the garden house, 
the battery house, the farmhouse, the manure 
house, the tool shed, the garages and the killing 
room. The houses were numbered. Everyone 
would know where everyone else was if they 
mentioned the number. 

Jean and Mario Colombo bought the place in 
1972, adding an antique shop, a sandwich shop 
and a “gingerbread house” that sold cookies. By 
late in the 1970s, however, the Expressway was 
completed, linked to Sunrise Highway and the 
Hamptons, and the Flanders Road entry became 
a backwater. Also, duck farming was in serious 
decline. It was a messy business, and the farms 
backed onto the wetlands of bays so excrement 
would be washed away in the tides. Soon there 
would be virtually no more duck farms. In 1982, 
the Colombos sold the property to Kia and Pouran 
Eshghi, new immigrants from Iran who wanted 
to convert the property into a group of residences 
for artists. The effort foundered, however, and for 
a number of years the buildings on the property 
lay idle and in decay. With that, the Eshghis got 
an option from developers who wanted to just 
make it a residential development. The Big Duck 
would have to be moved off, or, worse, torn down. 
Time was of the essence. 

As a result, the Suffolk County Division of 
Historic Services and Friends for Long Island’s 
Heritage led protests and demonstrations. 
Protestors at the Duck carried signs reading SAVE 
THE BIG DUCK, and, in the end, the Eshghi 
family gave the Big Duck to Suffolk County to 
move off. On January 27, 1988, the County had 
it towed down Flanders Road for four miles to 
a pony ride stable and pasture they had on land 


they owned at the edge of Sears Bellows County 
Park. The Big Duck was on wheels surrounded by 
a big parade of local citizens walking along—me 
among them—on January 27, 1988. It took all of 
that very cold day to do it. 

It then became a relatively easy matter to 
restore the Big Duck and turn it into a tourist 
attraction. No broilers or fresh killed ducks or 
eggs were available now. Just some brochures that 
described the Big Duck and how soon they hoped 
to have a whole lot of historic old businesses in 
the shape of different things on the property as a 
walk through museum. » 

Supermodel Christie Brinkley of Bridgehampton 
was persuaded to make a recording urging people 
to stop at the Big Duck that first year. The 
recording was about two minutes long and it was 
broadcast by the county only over a low-power 
FM station they created for that purpose. You 
could begin to hear her a quarter-mile away from 
the duck in both directions. Signs alerted you 
to that fact. Turn to 88.6 on your radio dial and 
hear all about it. Stop in if you want. That half a 
mile was the sum total of the broadcast, which 
was repeated over and over again on a loop. She 
was appropriately breathless, smart and lively as 
she began “The Big Duck, which you will soon see 
on a short way up this road...” and then came the 
rest of the tale. 

Another move took place some years later. The 
proposed museum had not materialized. And 
also the development at the original Flanders 
Road location on the former farm had fallen 
through. As a result, the Town of Southampton, 
using CPF money, bought the old location to 
save the land and return the Big Duck to its 
traditional home. And so another Big Duck 
parade took place in 2007, going back the 
other way. Today it again stands facing the 
road while behind, two historic barns act as a 
support group. &

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Crazy Decisions 


All About the Issues at Sand Land in Noyac & the Septic Rebates

wo decisions made by local authorities in the 
last few weeks are totally nuts. 

The first is a decision made by somebody 
named Kennedy, who heads up the Suffolk 
County Comptroller’s Office, that declared 
the grant money paid to installers of the new 
environmentally sensitive septic systems would 
be considered taxable income not only to the 
installers but to the property owners. It’s doubly 
taxable, it seems. They’ve sent out 1099s to both 
the installers and the residents. 

The announcement of the _ decision 
came just weeks before April 15. Surprise! 
Pay up! 

Everyone wants these septic systems installed 
in order to clean up lakes, ponds and other 
waterways. The new systems neutralize nitrogen, 
which the older systems leach into ponds and 
bays to cause algae blooms. But the new systems 
are very expensive, and since nobody is forced 
to put them in, the county offers financial help 
in the same way that a few years ago it began to 
grant money to people to help pay for solar panel 
installations. 

The county septic system grants can be as high 
as $30,000. 

It’s damn near that they give the money out 
and get back more than they gave. Let’s do it 
again! Didn’t America go to war against the 


British for the jacked-up taxes the British put on 
stamps and tea? 

There had been a waiting list for those wishing 
to take advantage of the grants. Now I hear 
people are fleeing the waiting list. Who wants to 
accept a gift offered as tax free—since payment 
would be taxable to the installers, who got the 
money directly—only to be told they will owe 
taxes on it? What else will go wrong? 

I should also mention that separately both 
Southampton and East Hampton offer 
additional funds for the upgrades of septic 
systems in the form of rebates. That money is 
paid directly to the homeowners and comes 
from the CPF fund. The rebate is in addition 
to the grant from the county. Together they 
might equal the total cost of the installation in 
some cases, although they do not cover cost of 
landscaping repair. 

The second nuts decision has been made 
by a state agency. There is a vast sand mine 
dug into the earth in Noyac. Sand mines are 
prohibited throughout the East End. But this 
mine predates zoning, so it is grandfathered in. 
With the grandfathering comes this caveat: You 
can’t expand the mine. 

Since 2014, the owners of Sand Land have 
proposed to expand their 50-acre operation to 
include 4.9 additional acres to the dig. The dig 
would also be made deeper by 40 feet. Although 


opposing parties said it was illegal to expand 


like this, the town went through the motions of 
considering it. While doing so, they received a 
county report that dangerous chemicals were in 
the groundwater, including gross alpha radiation, 
heavy metals, iron and manganese. There was 
concern that this could make underground 
aquifer water there unsafe to drink. How could 
that happen from just mining sand, which was all 
that was permitted? 

Areport was issued by the NY State Department 
of Environmental Conservation (DEC) stating 
that this was occurring because at Sand Land, 
besides mining sand, there were “vegetative 
organic waste management activities” going on— 
large scale composting and mulching—which 
were completely prohibited. With these findings, 
as well as the fact that the company did not 
have a letter from Southampton Town stating 
that expansion was allowed under town code, 
the DEC had moved to shut down the mine 
last September. 

Then last week the state DEC issued a 
decision saying that, having met with Sand Land 
officials, indeed Sand Land would be ‘closed. By 
“closed” they meant “remain open.” For another 
eight years. And oh, by the way, the application 
to expand their operation by digging deeper by 
40 feet would get approved. The agreement turns 
everything on its head. Basically, Sand Land’s 
been given a new license to be open, but bigger. 

To review: This is the same NY State DEC 
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that in the past said it would deny an expansion 
proposal, cited the groundwater issues, declared 
the mine not in compliance with SEQRA and said 
that it should be cleaned up. Sand Land appealed 
that decision, but they lost.

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Local Pitcher Makes Bad

E very few years, we have a local boy who rises 
up through the minor leagues of professional 
baseball to take his place in the lineup of a big- 
league team. Years ago, Carl Yastrzemski, the son 
of a Bridgehampton potato farmer, did that and 
become a star for the Boston Red Sox for more 
than two decades. He’s in the Hall of Fame. One 
year he was selected as the Most Valuable Player 
in the American League, achieving the rarely 
accomplished Triple Crown, which is leading 
the league in batting average, home runs and 
runs batted in. There are still a few locals who 
remember him playing hardball on the Lions Club 
Diamond next to the Bridgehampton firehouse, 
hitting the ball way, way, way over the fence. 

None of our East Enders has achieved that kind 
of success since, but we live in hope. 

The most recent talent is Steven Matz of Stony 
Brook, who pitches today for the New York 
Mets. He’s a craftsman who tries to out-think 
his batters. Sometimes he does it very well and 
sometimes not. He’s got a beautiful looping slider 
and a great curveball. He’s in the rotation. 

Last Monday was his third outing of the year. 
Going into the game, he was one of the top 10 
in the league in pitching, having a very low and 
excellent ERA (Earned Run Average). In this 
third outing, he made baseball history. 

Twenty-four hours earlier, Tiger Woods had 
won the Masters and was being celebrated around 
the world for his achievement. So I think people 
didn’t notice what Matz did the next day. It 
wasn’t pretty. It’s nothing to be proud of. I don’t 
know if it’s ever been done before. And I think 
it will stand as a record for a long, Jong time. It 
happened in the first inning. 

Matz strode out to the mound to pitch and

threw a few warmups. He looked around Citizens 
Bank Park, the home of the Philadelphia Phillies, 
who were the opponent that day. He then settled 
in to face his first batter, outfielder Andrew 
McCutchen. He threw a 92 mile-an-hour sinker 
for a strike. He threw another 92 mile-an-hour 
sinker for strike two. Two pitches later, Matz 
threw McCutchen a curve that he hit—a grounder 
to the shortstop, an easy play—but Mets shortstop 
Amed Rosario let it go through his legs into the 
outfield. Runner on first, nobody out. Error 
charged to Rosario. 

It’s possible this single muff threw Matz a 
little off his concentration, but we will never 
know. What we do know is that the second batter 
was second baseman Jean Segura, who doubled 
to deep right. Segura on second, McCutchen 
on third. 

The third batter was Bryce Harper, the Phillies 
star. Matz got the count to two balls and a strike, 
and then threw a 93 mile-an-hour sinker that hit 
Harper, sending him hobbling off to first. Bases 
loaded. Nobody out. 

The clean-up batter that day was catcher J.T. 
Realmuto. Matz threw two strikes to him, then a 
ball and then a curve that Realmuto doubled to 
deep center. McCutchen scored, Segura scored, 
Harper wound up at third and Realmuto on 
second: 2-0 Phillies. 


The next batter, Scott Kingery, swung at the . 


first pitch and hit it into the stands in left field, 
clearing the bases. It was now 5-0 Phillies. 
Nobody on. 

Matz pitched next to Cesar Hernandez, got to 
a full count and then lost him on a changeup, 
ball four. 

The next play must have really unnerved Matz. 
Outfielder Aaron Altherr hit a 2-2 pitch on the 
ground to Rosario, who now had a fielder’s 


choice. He could throw to second, looking for 
a double play, or he could throw to first base 
to get the hitter. He threw badly to first base, 
where Dominic Smith, the Mets first baseman, 
could only make the catch by taking his foot 
off the bag. Altherr safe at first. Immediately, 
Rosario moved over to cover second base and 
the Mets first baseman threw a perfect: strike to 
second to get Hernandez, but Rosario dropped 
it. There were now runners on second and third. 
Score still 5—o. Two more errors charged to the 
Mets shortstop. 

The next batter would be infielder Maikel 
Franco, the eighth batter of the inning. Only 
the pitcher’s slot would remain for a full lineup 
of batsmen. Matz threw two balls to Franco, 
both sinkers, and on the next pitch Franco 
hit a towering homer to center field, scoring 
Hernandez and Altherr and himself. Score is 
now 8-0. 

And with that, the Mets manager decided he 
had seen enough of Matz and pulled him. The 
new pitcher, Drew Gagnon, struck out Nick 
Pivetta swinging while Matz watched from the 
dugout. One out. 

All in all, a bad day. Steven Matz faced eight 
batters in the first inning. He got none of them 
out, and all eight batters scored. That, I believe, 
is a record. 

Hooray. 


UPDATE: Since the above was written, Matz 
pitched Sunday afternoon for the fourth time. He 
won the game, pitched it for the full 9 innings and 
was throwing fastball strikes at 96 mph during 
that last inning. An excellent outing, letting up 
just two runs and five hits. If you eliminate that 
one disastrous, historic inning, he probably leads 
the league with his earned run average.

This Week’s Couer Artist: Chtistian White 


his week’s cover artist, Christian White, 

paints a majestic tall ship from Greenport. 
White comes from a long line of artists, 
including the iconic architect Stanford White. 


WHAT WAS THE INSPIRATION FOR THIS 
PIECE? 

The North Fork, and Greenport in particular, 
remind me of the farmland and harbors that 
surrounded me in my childhood in the ’50s 
and ’60s, because I grew up on the North Shore 
when it was still potato fields and cabbage 
farms. My father, sculptor Robert White, 
served in the Coast Guard during WWII on a 
windjammer, a sailing ship with no engine, in 
the storied Corsair Fleet—sometimes called 
The Hooligan’s Navy—hunting UBoats in the 
Atlantic, before he was recruited into the OSS. 
Sailing ships cannot be heard by a submarine’s 
sonar. He had spent much of his youth sailing 
on a big, beautiful sloop, with gaff rigging and 
a very wide transom, like the French schooner 
in this drawing, which happened to be named 
The Frenchman. When my wife and I had been 
married for only a couple years, a childhood 
sweetheart of my mother’s lent us one of his 
boats, an absolutely gorgeous 85-foot, two- 
masted, gaff-rigged schooner named The Blue 
Lion, with a Skipper, First mate, and a beautiful 
young cook whose name was France. We sailed 
around the Mediterranean for two weeks, with

two dear friends as guests—it had two stateroom 
suites!—and one day, my wife asked me why I 
looked so wistful. I remember saying, “We’ve 
only been married two years, and yet, I’m pretty 
sure our life will never get any better than this.” 
So when I arrived in Greenport very late that 
day, and only had time to paint one thing—I 
do not work from photographs—I naturally 
was drawn to this little French Schooner, out 
of nostalgia. 


WHAT MAKES THE TALL SHIPS EVENT IN 
GREENPORT SO MEMORABLE? 

After his time in the Corsair Fleet in WWII, 
my father thought of himself as a sailor from 
then on. His only weapon on that boat was 
a Navy Commando knife, like a Bowie knife, 
which he wore on a belt for the rest of his 
life, even where it was illegal, sometimes even 
when he was in a tuxedo. I have his armchair 
where he sat at dinner—it’s riddled with holes 
from the tip of that knife. And he was obsessed 
with full-rigged’ships. He used to quote John 
Masefield’s poem: “I must go down to the sea 
again, to the lonely sea and the sky, and all I ask 
is a tall ship and a star to steer her by.” He was a 
real romantic, and belonged in another century, 
like me. I remember the first Tall Ships event in 
New York Harbor, but I think they look more at 
home in Greenport. They are more accessible, 
and the scale and nature of Greenport Harbor 
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is much more evocative of their period. 


DESCRIBE YOUR ARTISTIC PROCESS. 

I do so many different things, and work in 
so many mediums~—describing my process is 
difficult. I would say that I try to find something 
fresh and new in subjects that may not seem 
new. That is, rather than trying to surprise my 
audience with the subject, I try to surprise them 
with what they don’t otherwise see in the world 
around them. People often tell me that they 
were somewhere and it suddenly looked like a 
Christian White painting. So that means I get 
to change the way they see. It took much of my 


life to feel that I could do that with watercolors, - 


a subtractive medium that can require a very 
deliberate technique and counter-intuitive 
thought process. I have spent my lifetime learning 
many traditional skills, always with the aim of 
gaining the freedom to innovate. Watercolor was 
one of the most difficult, but if I really told you 
my watercolor process, I would have to kill you. 
Trade secrets, you know... 


WHAT WAS IT LIKE GROWING UP IN A FAMILY 
OF ARTISTS? 

I would say mainly that it normalized the idea 
of being an artist. Probably more important, 
though, is that I got an education that almost 
nobody gets. I grew up watching my father carve 
wood, sculpt in direct plaster, and model in clay— 
all things that became second nature to me by the 
time I was a teenager. At the same time he gave 
me the lessons in machining, woodworking and 
tooling that he had learned as a child in Bavaria. 
He was a truly great life-drawing teacher and 
took me with him to his classes at Stony Brook 
University starting around age 10. I am currently 
curating a show of Robert White drawings and 
studies at Gallery North in Setauket, opening 
May 31. By the time I was 15, I had studied stained 
glass painting with my grandfather; mosaic with 
my aunt; welding and casting with Shinkichi 
Tajiri, a family friend, all this in Holland; oil 
painting for three years privately; ballet with 
my mother; music with my uncle, who was then 
teaching in the SBU music department; nearly all 
forms of printmaking—and then I went to Liceo 
Artistico at Fine Arts High School in Rome, where 
I studied Architecture, Albertian Perspective and 
egg tempera technique. By the time I went to 
RISD I already had all that under my belt. I get 
a little angry when people tell me I was lucky to 
inherit artistic genes—nothing could be farther 
from the truth: I was lucky to get the education. 
People who think what I do is just a gift bestowed 
by God don’t understand the hard work and 
endless learning that were required to be able 
to do it. Of course, the other great part about 
growing up in my family...the people they knew. 
If anything is more important to an artist than 
education, it’s being constantly surrounded by 
great creative personalities. Aldous Huxley, Peter 
Matthiessen, William Styron, Leonard Bernstein, 
Fairfield Porter, Jane Freilicher, David Levine, 
Paul Georges, Paul Resika, Tino Nivola and 
countless other great artists and writers were a 
constant presence in our lives. 


YOU ARE THE GREAT-GRANDSON OF 
STANFORD WHITE. WHAT DOES HIS LEGACY 
MEAN TO YOU? 

While I was growing up, my great-grandfather 
seemed to have little influence on my life. We were 
born exactly a hundred years apart and he was 


murdered in 1906. My father, and especially my 
mother’s whole family, were my main influences, 
along with their friends and contemporary 
artists, and it was the ’50s, 60s and ’70s; no one 
talked about Beaux-Arts Architecture. But my 
son just graduated from Columbia’s Graduate 
Architecture School, which houses all of McKim, 
Mead and White’s drawings, letters and records. 
My family donated them all to the Avery Library 
there, and I have come to appreciate much 
more the ways in which Architecture shapes 
and influences the tenor and flavor of our daily 
lives. I live and work in a building designed by 
Stannie, and have undertaken the restoration 
of four buildings that he designed on our family 
estate. Also—there may have been a lingering, 
pervasive influence in my life of the Aesthetic 
Movement, which I think influenced Stanford

White, as well. He was a great draughtsman and 
painter, who never went to Architecture School, 
and he was deeply involved with Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, John Singer Sargent, John La Farge, 
William Merritt Chase, Fred MacMonnies, Abbot 
Thayer—people like that. Many of these people 
believed. in art for art’s sake, that something 
beautiful improved one’s life on its own, and that 
art does not need to enforce public morality or 
advance a political cause. I’m kind of on that side; 
not that I think that art shouldn’t be used as a 
political tool, just that it doesn’t have to be. &

Poet Lucas Hunt's “Hamptons” Is an Intimate Revelation 


ew wordsmiths have the perspective and nuance 

to illustrate life on the South Fork with all its 
glitzy summer glamour, blue skies and Birkin bags 
alongside the wonderfully bleak, grey and intimately 
local offseason. Poet Lucas Hunt deftly manages to 
paint both pictures, while also revealing his own 
conflicted heart, in Hamptons, his latest collection 
from Thane & Prose. 

Hunt’s book delivers a collage of moments from 
his 14 years living in Springs and Hampton Bays, 
starting with his time in the Southampton College MFA 
program and continuing with years as a literary agent, 
Hunt & Light poetry publisher (as The Gentleman 
Poet) and man about town. He’s resided in Long Island 
City for the last four years, but Hunt still returns to the 
East End regularly to write, work and socialize, most 
often in Montauk and on the North Fork.

Hunt, 42, explains that his vision of the Hamptons, 
and life in general, is deeply informed by working-class 
roots growing up the son of an oil well driller in Grant 
Wood, Iowa, a “landscape of baseball parks, barnyard 
barbecues, and Lutheran Sunday school.” Hamptons is 
the follow up to his first collection with Thane & Prose, 
Iowa, which explores those early years. The publisher, 
Thane Boulton, commissioned Hunt to create a five- 
book series, each representing a meaningful place in 
his story—Iowa, Hamptons, New York, Paris, Rome. 
“He wanted to go big,” Hunt says of Boulton, a rare 
find in today’s publishing world. “He’s kind of like an 
angel,” the poet adds. “He believes in the old world 
of publishing.” People just don’t order five books of 
poetry anymore. 

“Towa is where I grew up as a boy,” Hunt says, noting 
Hamptons has the same voice as his first collection. 
It’s more mature, but the words are still those of a 
young poet. “I always dreamed of getting out of Iowa,” 
he explains, describing the struggle in his first book. 
“This is more rejoicing. It’s kind of just playful—the 
Hamptons is really playful.” But the. book is deeper 
than that. 

Hunt’s poems take readers along to lavish parties 
and rubbing elbows with well-heeled guests, but they 
also describe crashing such events as an anonymous 
plus one. We join him sipping beer from paper bags, 
throwing rocks at rats on Accabonac Harbor, or musing 
about migrant workers, squirrels and October “When 
mums and Montauk daisies are all that’s left.” We 
see the Hamptons hidden to most who don’t actually 
live here. 

“There’s a growth and progression there as an artist, 
but also [in Hunt’s case] a working-class artist, which is 


not something a lot of people think of,” Hunt says. “It’s 
kind of a unique opportunity to be there as an artist. 
You know people who get into parties,” he continues. 
“I use trespassing as a theme in the book because I 
grew up Lutheran,” Hunt adds, noting that it’s not all 
elegance and wealth. He also examines the Hamptons’ 
dark side and reveals his battles with depression. 
“When summer is over it gets kind of sh--ty, after 
Labor Day, after the hangover,” the poet concedes, 
but he comes regularly to write and enjoy our shores, 
even in the offseason. “I still feel like my home is in the 
Hamptons,” Hunt says, showing appreciation for the 
region’s cyclical nature. 

The next book in his five-volume opus, New York, is

already half-finished, and he hopes to publish by 2020 
or 2021. The collection will follow Hunt’s career as an 
auctioneer and fundraiser in the city where he’s worked 
with the Poetry Society of New York, written for Rag & 
Bone at Bloomingdales and created interactive poems 
for the Typewriter Poets. Paris and Rome will follow 
in due time. “It’s always there when we need it, poetry, 
like religion or family,” he says. gg

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“Mockinghind” Sings at Historic Vail-Leauitt Music Hall 


he Vail-Leavitt Music Hall in Riverhead has the 

distinction of being the oldest theater on Long 
Island. Built in 1881 by David F. Vail and his son 
George M. Vail, this 300-seat venue with a classic 
balcony and Gothic and Renaissance influence is a 
miniature opera house in the Beaux-Arts style of 
architecture popular in Paris from the 1830s through 
the end of the i9th century. Today, this historic 
landmark bustles with a variety of performances and 
presentations. Currently on their bill is the Christopher 
Sergel adaptation of Harper Lee’s 1960 novel To Kill 
a Mockingbird. Though the Aaron Sorkin adaptation 
is currently a hit on Broadway, “The Vail” was able to 
get the rights for the play since Riverhead is outside 
the 25-mile radius of New York City. It seems rather 
apropos that the gothic-style theater should produce a 
play with such gothic overtones. 

This ambitious production premiered last weekend 
to near—sold out audiences who responded with 
impassioned applause at the close of each performance. 

Act One establishes the racial tension pervasive in 
the Deep South during the Great Depression. Set in the 
fictitious town of Maycomb, Alabama, the plot revolves 
around the pivotal characters of widower lawyer 
Atticus Finch, performed by Charles Calabrese with 
the intensity of a man who earnestly wants to do the 
right thing, and his children, Jean Louise, nicknamed 
Scout (Chloe Keil) and her brother Jem (Cooper 
Keil), and their friend Dill (Anthony Buonagurio). 
These young people have major roles and all give 
spirited portrayals. 

Miss Maudie (Adrienne Pellegrino), neighbor to 
Atticus and the children, provides the voice of reason 
as she imparts bits of wisdom to Scout, Jem and Dill. 


In Scene One, Scout says the only time 
she ever heard Atticus say it was a 
sin to do something was about killing 
mockingbirds. Miss Maudie explains, 
“Your father’s right. Mockingbirds 
don’t do one thing but make music 
for us to enjoy...but sing their hearts 
out for us. That’s why it’s a sin to 
kill a mockingbird.” This statement 
foreshadows events to come. 

The mysterious Boo Radley is 
referred to throughout the play but 
remains a recluse behind closed 
doors, never revealing himself 
until the necessary climactic 
moment. Robert Oliver in the dual 
roles of Boo and the lawyer for the 
prosecution, Mr. Gilmer, exhibits 
his versatility. 

Despite mob pressures from some of 
his Maycomb neighbors, Atticus is preparing to defend 
Tom Robinson, a black man accused of raping Mayella 
Ewell. Atticus believes in Tom’s innocence, though he 
knows this may be a losing battle given the bigotry of 
the town. 

Scout asks, “Why are you doing it?” 

Atticus explains, “It’s all about right and wrong.” 

In the original book, the trial doesn’t take place 
until about midway. Similarly, the play opens Act Two 
with the start of the trial. Tensions build with riveting 
performances by Mark Swinson in the role of Tom 
Robinson, wrongly accused of rape, and Alicia James 
as Mayella, an abused daughter who, under oath, gives 
a wrenching fabrication of a rape to escape the wrath of

baron’s cove 
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her monstrous father. Kevin Hagan as 
Bob Ewell takes on this heinous face 
of evil and prejudice sending shivers 
through the audience. 

During the trial, planted actors in 
the audience shout out menacingly 
to Tom and Atticus. This is an 
effective touch that draws the 
audience into the courtroom 
scene and gives an added sense of 
mob mentality. 

Viewing the trial from the “colored 
balcony” are Scout, Jem and Dill, 
= who were invited up there by 
2 Reverend Sykes since the main floor 
of the courthouse was crowded with 
onlookers. This further illustrates the 
unspeakable separation of human 
beings at that time. 

Under the dual direction by Charles 
Calabrese and Adrienne Pellegrino, who also took on 
major roles, this is a must-see play. We should never 
forget the heartless prejudice that took place back in 
the 1930s and sadly still does today, most recently at 
the hands of a radicalized 19-year-old boy who shot 
into a congregation of innocent worshipers, killing one 
and injuring three, at the Chabad of Poway synagogue 
in California.

May Is Lume Disease Awareness Month: Get the Facts Svvaight 


yme disease is a scary but preventable illness. 

According to the CDC, approximately 30,000 cases 
of Lyme disease are reported each year in the United 
States, but an estimated 300,000 are diagnosed 
annually. Nymph ticks, which are most active in the 
spring, are most likely to transmit the infection and are 
the size of a poppy seed, making them hard to see. May 
is Lyme Disease Awareness Month, and East End Tick & 
Mosquito Control President Brian Kelly, along with Tick 
Wise Education’s April Boitano, have some tips to help 
with prevention. 

1. Spray monthly between the months of April and 
October to control ticks on your property. 

2. Always use a repellent when going outdoors and 
get into the habit of checking yourself afterwards. Pro 
tip: Have someone else check your back and areas you 
can’t see. 

3. Put a fence around your yard to help keep deer 
and other animals out of your yard. 

4. Keep your pets confined to your landscaped lawn 
and never allow them to enter the woods and use a tick 
repellent such as Frontline. If you travel with your pet, 
make sure you check them afterwards. 

5. Teach your kids about the dangers of going into 
the woods and uncharted territory. Get them into the 
routine of checking themselves after being outdoors 
and don’t forget to check them yourself.

PROTECT YOURSELF! 


6. Buy a tick removal kit and keep it handy at all 
times and learn how to properly remove a tick. 

7. Keep your grass cut short and don’t over-water 
your plants and shrubs. Ticks are attracted to long 
grass and cool damp areas. 

8. Ivy and other sorts of ground cover are tick hot 
spots—avoid them at all times. 

g. As part of your spring yard cleanup, eliminate tick 
habitat by raking and removing leaves that have blown 
into your yard edges and under shady vegetation. 

10. Ticks don’t jump or fly—they climb up. 

11. Ticks are rarely found higher than 2’ off 
the ground. 

12. You are 74 times less likely to have a tick 
climb up your leg if you spray your shoes and socks 
with permethrin. ‘ 

East End Tick & Mosquito Control, along with

The Hamptons Market Repoxts for QI 2019 Ate In 


he last quarter results from the four agencies 

that compile data are all in, and the broad 
results are as follows. Each report tends to focus 
on slightly different parts of the market, so results 
tend to be slightly different from one another. 


BROWN HARRIS STEVENS 

BHS’s numbers were similar to all the others, with 
declines in all price ranges except for the $500K-— 
$1 million category, which saw a slight increase. 
The total number of 1Q19 South Fork sales fell 
16.9% compared to 1Q18 (276 versus 332), and 
the total dollar volume slipped 19.5% to $542 
million. The average sales price in the Hamptons 
dropped 3.1% to $1.965 million while the median 
price increased 7.7% to $1.187 million. On the 
South Fork, east of the canal, 71% of sales in 1Q19 
were under $2 million (west of the canal that was 
88%). There were 18 sales over $5 million in the 
first quarter of 2019 (down from 20 in 1Q18), 4 
of which were over $10 million (compared to 6 in 
the previous year). 


CORCORAN 
In Corcoran’s report, the number of sales on the South 
Fork declined, as did prices. Quarter over quarter, the 
number of sales declined 2% to 517 transactions; $961 
million in total volume was down 7%. Average price 
($1.86 million) was down 6% from 1Q18, while median 
price ($1 million) was down by 8%. Southampton 
Village in particular had a weak quarter, while as in 
the T&C report, Montauk was particularly strong. The 
luxury market, as with Elliman, was down. The average 
price dropped 13%, to $7.6 million, while the median

was unchanged at $6.6 million. The number of sales 
was roughly the same, 52 versus 53 in 1Q18. Inventory 
was up, with 5,854 listings available at the end of 1Q19, 
a 3.6% increase over 1Q18. 


DOUGLAS ELLIMAN 
Prices are down sharply. Median sales price in the first 
quarter of 2019 was down 14.6% (compared to the 
same quarter in 2018) at $850,000, while the average 
sale declined 15.6% to $1,692,648. The number of 
sales plummeted 17.5% to 297. (This is now the fifth

quarter in which number of sales declined year- 
over-year.) 

The listing inventory was up 9.6% to 2,407, 
the second quarter in a row this has occurred. As 
for the luxury market (the highest 10% of sales), 
both the average ($7,626,933, down 11.2%) and 
median ($6,562,500, down 16.4%) prices were 
lower, and the number of sales slumped 18.9%. 


TOWN & COUNTRY 

In T&C’s report, the number of sales were down 
6% and the total home sales volume (sum of all 
sales) was down 13.2%, while the median price 
was up just 1% to $1,150,000. Town & Country 
breaks up sales into eight ranges, from under 
$500K to over $20 million, and six of the ranges 
were down. The middling $2—$3.49 million price 
range was up 8% in sales, while $3.5 million to 
$4.99 million was down 41%. (Over $20 million 
was down 100%, since there was not a single 
closing at that level in the first quarter.) 

Standout markets in this report include 
Montauk, with a startling 82% increase in the 
number of home sales and 118% increase in total home 
sales volume. Montauk’s median home sales rose 43% 
from $995,000 in 1Q18 to $1.426 million in 1Q19. 
In 4Q18’s standout market, Amagansett, the median 
home sales price rose 26%, but there were 29% fewer 
homes sold, resulting in a 31% drop in total home 
sales volume. gf.
